Peter Mayer, born March 8, 1946, 
was raised in Rutherford, New Jersey, 
the only child of a single parent. As 
a young boy he became interested 
in stamp collecting and begged his 
mother to allow him to give up a 
paper route to work in a local stamp/ 
coin store. Coin collecting soon 
became his area of interest due to 
their historical significance. He went 
on to Waynesburg University in Pennsylvania, graduating 
a history major with a BA cum laude, a member of the 
International Honor Society in History, and receiving the 
Annual History Award for scholastic achievement. 

He began a career in sales selling credit reports for a 
Fortune 500 company. Always competitive, be it in pick-up 
basketball games or as star pitcher on the company softball 
team, Peter had a successful career winning numerous 
national and regional contests and citations for outstanding 
sales leadership and achievement, as well as Best in Nation, 
earning him trips to Spain, Hawaii, and California. 

While he was excelling in sales, his coin hobby slowly 
evolved into weekends at local coin shows as he became 
more involved with buying and selling at a dealer level. 
During this time he formed significant collections of United 
States type coins and Civil War tokens. 

In the early 1990s, Peter became more interested in obsolete 
currency. He left his sales position after 25 years to become 
a full time coin/currency dealer. Peter focused on collecting 
Proof and Issued notes from the New England states. New 
York but especially his home state of New Jersey. The 1990 
ABN sale by Christies was the catalyst Peter needed to 


begin his Proof collection. He acquired many great notes in 
the ABN sale, but he also kept meticulous records of who 
outbid him for notes and later acquired them from other 
collectors. His love of obsolete currency and their historical 
vignettes led him to becoming one of the leading experts in 
the country. He was also one of three people who attended 
in person all 18 parts of The Schingoethe Collection, where 
he also acquired many great notes. 

Many vacations were spent antiquing and seeking out every 
volume of The Rover Boys' Series by Arthur M. Winfield. 
On occasion in some roadside barn he would find good 
deals on coins or paper money. In his community, Peter, an 
avid reader, joined the Friends of the Library helping with 
fundraising. He was a political community advocate, and 
pitched for two local softball leagues, retiring after winning 
several team championships. 

In January of 201 1, Peter was blessed with a granddaughter, 
Rachelle Eleanor, named for his mother Eleanor Mayer. He 
enjoyed showing her his collection as much as she enjoyed 
joining him in his office at every opportunity. A rare blood 
cancer felled Peter on his 68th birthday, March 8, 2014. 
Whether he is thought of on the softball field, at coin and 
paper money shows, or in the town where he resided and 
that he loved so much, he will be remembered for the 
generous, genuine, and kindhearted individual that he 
was. A common thread among those who worked in sales 
with Peter and those who knew him through the collecting 
community was Peter s willingness to share his knowledge, 
wisdom and passion mentoring others. 

His family, wife Ruth and son John, wish the next guardians 
of these precious notes to cherish them as much as Peter did.

Pearson 
was mortally wounded at the Battle of Globe Tavern near 
Petersburg, Virginia on August 21, 1864. He resigned his 
commission three days later and attempted to return home 
to Orange Springs. Pearson would not complete his journey 
home, dying in Georgia on September 30, 1864.

Extremely rare 
and solidly high R-7 if not unique. There is some foxing as 
well as minor edge nicks and a small hole left of center. Old 
hinges appear on the back. None of these issues matter when 
rarity is factored into the equation.

While Matthew Brady was making a 
name for himself in the North, the lesser known Edwards 
traveled Virginia and other Southern states photographing 
battlefields and camps. He issued these notes while attached 
to Virginias Eighth Brigade. Approximately the right 
one-fourth of this note was lost and replaced, with design 
elements redrawn. Within that replacement there is a hole 
in the denomination panel where the ETY of EIETY would 
be. The Jones -Littlefield Virginia reference lists 5 Cent, 10 
Cent and 25 Cent notes only from this issuer. An intact but 
more worn example of this denomination realized $2,115 in 
January of this year.

Settlement Warrant 



3377 United States of America. Treasury Warrant at Sight 
for $12,500.00 in Payment of Article XV Claim from 
the Treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, with Affixed Treasury 
Documents. May 24, 1851. Fine. A historic and unique 
suite of documents, including the engraved Treasury 
Warrant, fully accomplished and paid for $12,500.00, in 
settlement of a claim appropriated from funds allotted by 
Article XV of the Treaty of Guadelupe Hidalgo (ending the 
Mexican War). Six attached documents, with red silk binding 
ribbon at left. Various sizes from large folio (10.0” by 16”), 
quarto to the smallest being the warrant (oblong octavo). 
All supporting documents fully accomplished in support 
of the warrant and emitted by the United States Treasury 
Department. Amount issued and paid to William J. Copp 
acting as attorney on behalf of William Murphy, a United 
State Government contractor. The result of Murphys claim 
against the Republic of Mexico for Murphys expulsion from 
Vera Cruz in May 1846, as well as for services he provided 
the United States Navy from shore during the siege of Vera 
Cruz, and subsequent occupation by American troops 
following the amphibious assault. A fascinating grouping 
that is proof that suing the United States Government, at 
least in 1850, could be effective; of course it helped to have 
the appropriation approved by treaty. 

The sextet of documents includes: — Covering docket, 
manuscript with affixed paper seal and ribbon, dated 
December 30, 1852 and signed by Thomas Corwin, Secretary 
of the Treasury — Part printed Act of March 3, 1849 Article 
15 form, auditors and comptrollers office authorization 
for payment of the $12,500.00 to Copp, Murphys attorney 
Accomplished, signed and numbered. — Manuscript docket 
copy of authorization from auditors and comptrollers 
office to produce above form. —Manuscript docket copy of 
Murphys deposition to US. Consul at Vera Cruz, March 18, 
1850, authorizing his attorney Copp, to act on his behalf in 
receiving payment for the claim. —Treasury Warrant, white 
paper. Oblong octavo. Engraved form, imprint of Rawdon, 
Wright & Hatch, New York. Left end, Athena standing. 
Upper right, Griffin, seated Moneta and Mercury Fully 
accomplished for $12,500 dated May 24, 1851. No.9469 
(authorization 4832). Payable to “Wm. J. Copp, Atty of Wm. 


Murphy” Signed by Treasurer and Register. Verso endorsed 
and paid to Copp (returned by exchange brokers to United 
States Treasury upon their reimbursement). 

An extremely rare At Sight Warrant in fully issued form. 
— Appropriation document for Article 15 authorizing the 
$12,500.00 warrant. Fully accomplished with all signatures 
including the Secretary of the Treasury, this with the lower 
third separated along the fold line, but included. The 
background of these documents is based upon Article XV of 
the treaty which ended the Mexican War. That article states: 
“The United States, exonerating Mexico from all demands 
on account of the claims of their citizens mentioned in the 
preceding article, and considering them entirely and forever 
canceled, whatever their amount maybe, undertake to make 
satisfaction for the same, to an amount not exceeding three 
and one-quarter millions of dollars. To ascertain the validity 
and amount of those claims, a board of commissioners 
shall be established by the Government of the United 
States, whose awards shall be final and conclusive; provided 
that, in deciding upon the validity of each claim, the boa 
shall be guided and governed by the principles and rules 
of decision prescribed by the first and fifth articles of the 
unratified convention, concluded at the city of Mexico on 
the twentieth day of November, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-three; and in no case shall an award be made in 
favor of any claim not embraced by these principles and 
rules. If, in the opinion of the said board of commissioners 
or of the claimants, any books, records, or documents, in 
the possession or power of the Government of the Mexican 
Republic, shall be deemed necessary to the just decision of 
any claim, the commissioners, or the claimants through 
them, shall, within such period as Congress may designate, 
make an application in writing for the same, addressed to 
the Mexican Minister of Foreign Affairs, to be transmitted 
by the Secretary of State of the United States; and the 
Mexican Government engages, at the earliest possible 
moment after the receipt of such demand, to cause any of 
the books, records, or documents so specified, which shall 
be in their possession or power (or authenticated copies or 
extracts of the same), to be transmitted to the said Secretary 
of State, who shall immediately deliver them over to the said 
board of commissioners; provided that no such application 
shall be made by or at the instance of any claimant, until 
the facts which it is expected to prove by such books, 
records, or documents, shall have been stated under oath or 
affirmation.” William Murphy through his attorney Copp, 
achieved a significant settlement of $12,500.00 based on the 
authorization allotted by the Article. At the time, this would 
have been 1,250 gold eagles which in modern money would 
be well over $800,000.00. 

Murphy was a contractor living in Vera Cruz and provided 
services to the American garrison stationed there (peacetime 
activity). The United States Government contended that 
Murphy provided services during wartime (not covered 
under article 15) and should not be allowed compensation. 
However, services and goods provided during the blockade 
of Vera Cruz to American vessels at his peril were taken 
into account greatly and he was given his award. It certainly 
helped that Vera Cruz was a major Naval victory for the 
United States during the Mexican War. This is first such set 
of documents relating to this war we have seen. Treasury 
Warrant itself is a very rare issued type and its supporting 
documents add significantly to the allure. Overall Fine. 
Some normal fold-wear and scattered soiling. The last 
page with the bottom third severed from fold wear and in 
need of professional mending. Among the most significant 
fiscal documents we have encountered from this period of 
American history

Harlan White 

Harlan White first became 
interested in numismatics in 1963. 

He owned a tire shop and would 
take walks every day at lunchtime. 

One day, he walked into a coin 
shop, where he overheard a dealer 
asking $100 for a 1909-S V.D.B. 

Lincoln cent. Harlan, not knowing 
anything about the value of rare 
coins, thought it was absurd that a 
penny could be worth $100. That 
night he told his wife, “I’m in the 
wrong business!” He immediately 
opened a part-time coin shop 
while still running his tire store. 

He would often go to the bank and 
buy bags of pennies and have his 
kids sort them by date. 

In 1968, Harlan attempted to buy quantities of 1968 Proof sets, and 
successfully accumulated a massive amount in just two months. 
While on vacation in Alaska with his family, market demand for 1968 
Proof sets skyrocketed, and when he returned home, he was able to 
sell his inventory at nearly threefold the cost. This was Harlans first 
big return, which catapulted him into the coin business full time. 

Harlan also had a passion for roses, hunting and fishing, as well as 
big-ticket coins and currency. 

Mr. Holecek Remembers Harlan White 

Harlan finally leaned over, looked me in the eye and said “So, which 
one do you want?” to which I enthusiastically replied “I will take 
them all!” And that was the start of our business dealings and a 
long and wonderful friendship. What a great way to celebrate New 
Year’s Day! 

My wife, son and I were going to San Diego for a tennis clinic at 
Rancho Valencia Resort in January, 1992. While making travel plans 
I remembered reading about a well-known coin and currency dealer 
that was located in San Diego. So, I called the Old Coin Shop and 
talked to Harlan White. I told him I collected coins as a child, and 
that I now had an interest in high denomination US currency. 

I asked him if he had any “big bills” for sale, and if so did he have a 
lot of them to show me. He acknowledged that he had some in stock 


but was very hesitant to disclose 
just how many he had and what 
types. I apologized for being so 
invasive of his privacy, but I was 
going to be in town for only a few 
days at a tennis clinic and didn’t 
want to waste my time coming to 
see him if he only had a few big 
bills to show me. He reassured 
me that I would not be wasting 
my time. 

DAY #1: My wife, son and I 
started our first day of the tennis 
clinic with stretching exercises 
and moved on to stroke work 
at the base line, center and net 
positions, volleying and serving. 
When lunch break began at 12 
noon I immediately drove to San 
Diego to meet Harlan at the Old Coin Shop. When I arrived I was 
not impressed. The Old Coin Shop was a strange looking old building 
located in a less than upscale neighborhood to say the least. 

I went in and was introduced to Harlan White. He welcomed me 
with a firm handshake, a warm smile and a slight twinkle in his 
eye. He reminded me of Santa Claus and I liked him from the very 
start. We walked back to his desk area near the back of the shop, 
sat down, and he began telling me about the wonderful world of 
high denomination US. currency - “big bills” in my layman’s terms. 
He quickly determined that I knew nothing about big bills. I had 
never physically seen one (only in pictures), I was not a dealer or 
collector that was trying to buy low and sell high, but rather I was 
just an amateur coin collector that was looking for something new, 
something different, something exciting. He sized me up correctly! 

Harlan pulled out a $500 bill and handed it over 
to me to examine. WOW ... a FIVE 
HUNDRED DOLLAR 
BILL! I had never 
seen one before, let 
alone handled one, 
and I was fascinated. 

President McKinley’s 
portrait, series 1928, a 
low serial number, and 
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the words “WILL PAY TO THE BEARER ON DEMAND 
FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS” - I was impressed! Then I 
turned the bill over and looked at the less than impressive 
reverse, which reminded me of play money. Where are the 
battleships, monuments, and inspiring portraits that adorn 
much lesser bills? Harlan told me to ignore the reverse side, 
and said, “Its the front side that counts - that’s where the 
money is!” 

Harlan could tell that I was excited and proceeded to 
stoke the fire by bringing out another $500 bill - a crisp, 
uncirculated series 1934 with a very low serial number. 
Now I had a total of $1,000 in my hands, in just two bills . . . 
amazing! 

About this time Harlan and I started to develop a personal 
friendship. He became more relaxed, brought out more 
$500 bills, and we were both having fun playing with all the 
big bills. The time just flew by and before long it was time 
for me to leave. I had to get back to tennis by 2:00 PM, so we 
agreed to meet again tomorrow and pick up where we were 
leaving off. Harlan promised that tomorrow would be even 
more exciting. 

DAY #2: Sure enough, Harlan delivered upon his promise. 
He started out by saying, “If you thought the $500 bills 
were great, now meet President Cleveland!” He began 
by showing me one and then several more $1,000 bills in 
various conditions, series and Federal Reserve districts. 
They all had President Cleveland’s portrait and they all said 
ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS. Now we were starting to 
talk about some serious money! But again, like yesterday, 
I was out of time and had to go back to the tennis clinic, so 
we agreed to meet again tomorrow. Harlan promised that 
tomorrow he would pull out the “really good stuff”. 



DAY #3 (New Year’s Day 1992): And that he 
did! We started by reviewing 
the $500 and $1,000 
big bills he had already 
showed me. Piles of big bills 
covered the table and I just 
couldn’t believe the quantity 
and value of all these fantastic 
bills. But now onto the really 
good stuff . . . 

Harlan retrieved from his safe a 
full pack of 100 numerical 
sequence serial numbered Series 1928 $500 bills ... an 
original full pack of gorgeous bills that had been preserved 
and saved for over 60 years. Wow, I couldn’t believe what I 
was looking at! Harlan told me the story behind this unique 
treasure. He received a call from a lawyer in St. Louis who 
was probating and settling up the estate of a client that had 
recently died. In her safe deposit box the lawyer found 
personal documents, jewelry, gold coins and a brand new 


original pack of $500 bills. The lawyer sought out Harlan as 
someone who might know what the bills were worth and 
how to “get rid of them”. Harlan told the lawyer he would 
take the next flight from San Diego to St. Louis to relieve 
him of his disposition problem! 

When Harlan saw the bills, he couldn’t believe his eyes and 
good fortune. This was an original full pack of Series 1928 
St. Louis Federal Reserve $500 bills that had been sitting in 
this safe deposit box since the deceased client’s wedding day. 
The lawyer told Harlan that the full pack was given to his 
client as a wedding present by her wealthy husband. Nice 
present as $50,000 face value was a LOT of money back in 
those days! 

Just when I thought it couldn’t get any better than this, 
Harlan told me he had been saving the “big boys” for last. He 
reached into his safe one last time and pulled out two bills. 
He said, “Meet President Madison and Mr. Chase.” 

WOW! A $5,000 bill and a $10,000 bill - now we were really 
talking BIG BILLS!! I couldn’t believe what I was holding 
in my hands. I didn’t even know that bills of this super high 
denomination had ever been printed. They were magnificent 
and I was totally blown away. 

Yes, Harlan really did save the best for the last, and this 
fireworks finale left me breathless. As the “smoke cleared” 
I saw 358 $500 bills, 35 $1,000 bills, 1 $5,000, and 1 $10,000 
big bills scattered around the table in front of me. I was 
overwhelmed and remembered how Harlan had told me 
I would not be wasting my time to come see what he had 
to show me. Was he ever right! But again, lunch break was 
over, and I had to get back to the tennis clinic. 

And that is when Harlan leaned over and asked “So, which 
one do you want?” to which I excitedly replied, “I will take 
them ALL!” Harlan choked and just about fell off his chair 
onto the floor. But before he could catch his breath, I told 
him I only had one problem: I didn’t have any money. Now 
Harlan was really ready to fall off his chair! 

It wasn’t that I didn’t have any money, it was just that I didn’t 
have that kind of cash in my wallet, my credit cards didn’t 
have high enough limits, and I didn’t think Harlan would 
take a personal check drawn on a bank in Honolulu from 
a guy he had only met a few days ago. So, we had to come 
up with a plan “B” to pay for the big bills. Fortunately I had 
a Cash Management Account with Merrill Lynch and they 
had a local office in San Diego. I called them and told them 
to issue a Cashier’s Check to Harlan for about “X” amount. 
I didn’t even know what the “X” amount was, as Harlan had 
only been giving me approximate values of some of the big 
bills as we looked at them. I told Merrill Lynch to give Harlan 
whatever amount he asked for, which I know sounds crazy. 
But, during the past three days I had developed a genuine 
respect and friendship with Harlan and I knew he would not 
take advantage of me. 
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DAY #4: Using a purple pen, Harlan scribbled on a piece of purple 
paper (we both LOVED the color purple) a list of all the bills with 
prices, took it to Merrill Lynch, and received payment in full. I was 
able to enjoy a full day of tennis, including lunch, but I sure had a 
hard time concentrating on my game. All I could think about was 
that pile of big bills on Harlans table! 

DAY #5: My wife, son, and I finished our clinic in the morning, 
checked out of the hotel, and arrived at Harlans Old Coin Shop about 
2:30 in the afternoon. We were running late as usual, and had a 4:18 
PM flight to catch to San Francisco and then on to Honolulu. I didn’t 
have time to look over the bills and match them up to Harlans list, 
so I just took his word that everything was there. After shoving all 
395 big bills into my briefcase, Harlan gave me a beautiful lavender 
ultra-suede jacket as a gift of appreciation, and off to the airport we 
went. Harlan dropped us off at the curbside check-in and returned 
our rental car for us because we were running so late. Good thing 
security didn’t want to check the contents of my briefcase, as I’m 
sure I would have had a lot of explaining to do! We just barely made 
our flight. 

Over the next three years Harlan would send me a special delivery, 
registered mail package with more and more big bills about every 4 
to 6 weeks. I would open the boxes, marvel at the big bills, and then 
call Harlan to tell him that I just received another surprise package 
from “Santa”. I would tell him how I loved the big bills, and say, “Keep 
em coming!” And that he did. 

Also during this time, from 1992 to 1995, Harlan acquired some 
“choice” coins for me. A complete set of six metric gold coins made 
up of all four $4 Stellas (1879 and 1880 Flowing Hair and Coiled 
Hair), an 1874 Gold Bickford Pattern $10 (the finest of only two 
specimens known), and an 1879 Quintuple Stella $20 (the finest of 
only 5 specimens known). And finally, the trophy coin that I had 
dreamed about since childhood . . . the Dexter 1804 Silver Dollar. 


To put the term “monster” in perspective, you had to have known 
Harlan. This was back in the earlier days of grading services, and 
Harlan had no interest in what grade “they” gave a coin. He knew the 
condition of coins from his years of experience and his trained eye. 
When we talked, he would refer to coins as crummy, good, fine, very 
fine, almost uncirculated, uncirculated, beautifully uncirculated, 
gem, and then his highest accolade was “monster”. A “MONSTER” 
coin is a coin that has great legendary rarity, dramatic presence, 
impeccable provenance, and has the WOW factor of an outstanding 
specimen. The Dexter Dollar has it all! 

Somehow, he was able to buy it for me a week before it was to be 
auctioned. I was ecstatic! When I finally received the coin from 
Harlan, I totally agreed with his evaluation and spent many happy 
hours looking at the small “D” that Mr. Dexter impressed into the 
second cloud from the right on the reverse. Yes, Harlan, the Dexter 
1804 silver dollar is a MONSTER coin!!! 



In early May of 1994, Harlan called and told me that the Dexter 1804 
Silver Dollar was going to be auctioned by Superior 
Auction Galleries on May 30-31. 


I told Harlan 
that I wanted that coin, but I didn’t 
want to attend or partake in the auction - could he 
possibly get me the coin before it went to auction? Harlan undertook 
the task. He physically went to inspect the coin to evaluate it and 
reported back to me that this was a “MONSTER” coin that I had 
to acquire. 



During our numerous phone calls, meetings at coin auctions and 
personal visits, we were always talking about rare coins and big 
bills. I told him that my childhood dream was to someday own a 
1913 Liberty Head nickel, an 1894-S dime, and the Dexter 1804 
Silver Dollar. Not just any old 1804 Silver Dollar, but THE DEXTER 
SPECIMEN as I always found it fascinating that Dexter punched a 
very small “D” into one of the clouds on the reverse, so he knew 
that it was his coin. Dexter was my numismatic 
hero and someday I wanted “his” coin.

High Denomination Notes 

$500, $1,000, $5,000 and $10,000 Small Size Federal Reserve Notes were first printed in 1928, and issued 
through 1946. The demand for these notes declined greatly in the 1950s and ‘60s, and were therefore 
discontinued on July 14, 1969, at the request of the U.S. Treasury Department. The excess supply of notes 
printed prior to 1946 were released until 1969, and because the supply diminished greatly, a new print run 
would be required, which was deemed costly and inefficient. As a result, all existing high denomination notes 
were destroyed and circulating notes that found their way back to federal banks were eradicated. As with all 
Federally issued U.S. currency, these high denomination notes are still legal tender at their face value.

Bidder acknowledges and agrees that Stacks Bowers and its affiliates are 
not required to pay a Buyer s Premium, or other charges that other Bidders may be re- 
quired to pay and may have access to information concerning the lots that is not oth- 
erwise available to the public. Any claimed conflict of interest or claimed competitive 
advantage resulting therefrom is expressly waived by all participants in the Auction 
Sale. Lots may carry a reserve (“Reserve”). A Reserve is a price or bid below which the 
Auctioneer will not sell an item or will repurchase on behalf of the Consignor or for 
Stacks Bowers.
